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INTRODUCTION 

The  following  report  will  cover  the  periods  of  September  1,  1968, 
through  and  including  June  30,  1969.   The  past  year  has  been  devoted 
primarily  to  developing  an  organizational  structure  through  which  the 

new  Office  of  Recreation  and  Park  Resources  operates. 

Ill 

In  September,  £963-.,  approval  was  given  for  the  merger  of  the  Field 

Service  of  the  Department  of  Recreation  and  Park  Administration  in  the 
College  of  Physical  Education  with  the  Rural  Recreation  Section  of  the 
Cooperative  Extension  Service  in  the  College  of  Agriculture.   The  newly 
merged  unit  is  called  the  Office  of  Recreation  and  Park  Resources.   The 
primary  purpose  of  the  office  is  to  assist  county  Extension  advisers  in 
conducting  educational  programs  in  their  respective  counties;  to  provide 
consultant  services  to  governmental  and  private  agencies  that  involve 
unique  problems  in  parks  and  recreation;  to  strengthen  the  University's 
teaching  efforts;  and  to  provide  a  laboratory  for  carrying  out  a  sound 
recreation  and  park  research  program. 

The  Office  of  Recreation  and  Park  Resources  operates  through  three 
divisions:   outdoor  recreation  resources  development,  program  and 
leadership  resource  development,  and  community  recreation  resource 
development. 

The  Outdoor  Recreation  Resources  Development  Section,  through 
consultation  and  research  projects,  deals  primarily  in  the  planning, 
organization,  and  administration  of  county  and  regional  park  systems 
such  as  Conservation  Districts,  Forest  Preserve  Districts,  River  Conservancy 
Districts.   This  section  also  secures,  prepares,  and  disseminates 


educational  materials  as  it  relates  to  Outdoor  Recreation  Resources.   It 
also  concerns  itself  with  cooperation  among  the  various  state  and  federal 
agencies  involved  in  Outdoor  Recreation.   These  agencies  include  the 
Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  in  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  state  agencies  such  as  the  Departments  of 
State  Conservation  and  the  Department  of  Business  and  Economic  Development. 

The  Program  and  Leadership  Resources  Development  Section  concerns  itself 
with  providing  information  and  educational  materials  to  professional  and 
lay  personnel  in  recreation  and  parks.   It  also  is  responsible  for  the 
examination  of  program  techniques  and  the  solutions  to  problems  that 
relate  to  the  conduct  of  recreation  and  park  programs.   Personnel  of  this 
section  collect,  prepare  and  disseminate  information  and  materials  relating 
to  new  leadership  development,  thus  enabling  recreation  and  parks  groups 
to  provide  a  more  effective  service. 

The  Community  Recreation  Resources  Development  Section  is  responsible 
for  consultation  and  research  dealing  with  recreation  and  park  problems 
affecting  urban  and  suburban  communities.   It  attempts  to  develop  an 
evaluative  criteria  needed  in  the  planning  and  organizing  of  Park  Districts 
and  municipal  Departments  of  Recreation  and/or  Parks.   Personnel  of 
this  section  assist  recreation  and  park  authorities  in  increasing  services 
to  their  communities. 

The  new  Office  of  Recreation  and  Park  Resources  facilitates  many 
cooperative  relationships  both  within  the  University  and  with  other 
institutions.   For  example,  a  major  source  of  assistance  to  the  Office 
is  the  contact  with  the  county  Extension  advisers.   At  present  there  are 
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over  350  advisers  assigned  throughout  the  state.   Their  knowledge  of  local 
conditions  and  their  influence  in  the  community  is  valuable  to  the 
ORPR  staff.   Efforts  are  also  made  to  further  strengthen  the  relationship 
between  ORPR  and  the  Illinois  Association  of  Park  Districts  and  the 
Illinois  Park  and  Recreation  Society.   Other  cooperative  relationships 
include  the  Department  of  Business  and  Economic  Development,  Department 
of  Conservation,  Illinois  Youth  Commission,  State  Recreation  Council. 
Of  course,  as  the  Office  of  Recreation  and  Park  Resources  expands  its 
service  other  important  relationships  will  be  developed. 

It  is  necessary  that  a  number  of  relationships  be  developed  with 
disciplines  within  the  University.   For  example,  presently  underway  is 
the  Cooperative  effort  between  ORPR  and  the  Center  of  Urban  Study. 
Each  of  these  units  worked  together  with  the  Model  Cities  program  in 
the  City  of  Chicago.   The  expertise  that  is  available  in  each  unit  was 
coordinated  thus  resulting  in  better  service  to  the  citizens  involved 
in  the  Model  City  Program.   Obviously,  all  problems  cannot  be  isolated 
within  the  framework  of  Recreation  and  Parks.   Long  range  planning,  for 
example,  requires  the  assistance  and  advice  from  the  University  of 
Illinois'  Bureau  of  Community  planning;  assessing  the  recreation  needs 
of  a  community  requires  the  assistance  of  a  sociologist  and  psychologist; 
the  assistance  from  the  Forestry  Department  will  be  of  great  value  in  park 
management;  personnel  from  the  Department  of  Agricultural  Economics  can 
assist  in  serving  as  resource  persons  in  solving  problems  relating  to 
land  use  and  to  private  and  commercial  recreation  enterprise. 
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The  new  Office  of  Recreation  and  Park  Resources  is  a  concerted 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  University  of  Illinois  to  provide  the  best 
possible  Recreation  and  Park  service  to  the  citizens  of  Illinois.   This 
new  unit  puts  Illinois  in  the  forefront  in  providing  public  service  in 

Parks  and  Recreation. 

In  a  recent  report  submitted  by  the  Office  of  the  Vice  President  to  the 
President  of  the  University  of  Illinois  and  the  following  quote  was  made 
regarding  the  University  role  in  providing  public  service:  "the  University 
should  renew  and  extend  its  commitment  to  public  service  as  a  major 
responsibility  so  vital  and  so  organically  linked  to  teaching  and  research 
that  its  absence  is  unthinkable  and  the  question  of  priority  is  irrelevant." 
This  statement  reflects  the  University's  commitment  for  its  future  role. 
The  staff  of  the  Office  of  Recreation  and  Park  Resources  will  continue 
to  make  every  effort  to  see  that  his  commitment  is  realized.

OPERATIONS  MANUAL  FOR  THE  OFFICE  OF  RECREATION  AND  PARK  RESOURCES 

In  order  that  the  Office  of  Recreation  and  Park  Resources  operate 
efficiently  and  effectively,  the  entire  staff  has  assisted  in 
the  preparation  of  a  manual  that  sets  forth  the  guidelines 
for  the  administration  of  the  Office.   The  first  draft  has  been 
completed  and  has  been  referred  to  the  Head  of  the  Department 
of  Recreation  and  Park  Administration.   The  publication  of  this 
manual  will  be  completed  by  August  1,  1969. 

LEWISTOWN  STUDY 

The  Office  of  Recreation  and  Park  Resources  contracted  with  the 
Lewistown  Park  District  to  conduct  a  Long  Range  Plan  and  an 
Attitude,  Interest,  and  Opinion  Survey.   This  Survey  included 
the  long  range  needs  of  the  District,  and  an  assessment  of  the 
attitudes  and  opinions  of  the  people  within  the  District  concerning 
recreation  and  parks.   The  Lewistown  Study  was  completed  in 
April,  1969. 

BATAVIA  STUDY 

The  Batavia  Study  briefly  described  the  park  and  recreation 
needs  of  the  Batavia  community,  appraised  the  existing  recreation 
and  park  areas  and  facilities  and  recommended  a  plan  of  action 
for  parks  and  recreation  services.   The  study  was  completed  in 
December,  1968. 
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JACKSONVILLE  STUDY 

This  report  established  the  existing  needs  for  recreation  and 
park,  services  within  the  city  of  Jacksonville  and  recommended 
the  proper  procedure  for  the  organization  of  a  Park  District. 
This  report  was  completed  in  December,  1968. 

LA  SALLE  COUNTY  CONSERVATION  DISTRICT 

The  LaSalle  County  Conservation  District  Study  was  a  four-volume 
report  that  included  an  analysis  of  (1)   leisure  behavior, 
attitudes  and  interests  of  the  citizens  of  LaSalle  County, 
(2)   program  services  in  conservation  and  outdoor  recreation 
in  LaSalle  County,  (3)   conservation  and  outdoor  recreation 
resources  in  LaSalle  County,  (4)   the  organization  and  administration 
of  LaSalle  County  Conservation  district.   This  report  was  completed 
in  February,  1969. 

ROVING  LEADER  GUIDE  PROJECT 

The  Office  of  Recreation  and  Park  Resources  contracted  with  the 
National  Recreation  and  Park  Association  with  funds  allocated 
by  the  Office  of  Education  to  prepare  a  Guide  for  the  training 
of  recreation  roving  leaders.   The  primary  purposes  of  this 
Guide   is  to  provide  a  source  that  will  assist  agencies  training 
officers  in  developing  methods  and  techniques  of  leadership 
through  a  pre-service  and  in-service  training  program  for  roving 
leaders  who  work  in  the  inner  city.    The  completion  date  for 
this  Guide  is  August  31,  1969.

STITES  PARK  DISTRICT  STUDY 

Stites  Park  District  Study  is  an  on-going  project  of  the  Office 
of  Recreation  and  Park  Resources.   A  staff  member  has  been  assigned 
to  this  community  in  order  to  assist  it  in  developing  its 
recreation  and  park  needs.   The  Stites  Park  District  is  an  all 
black  community  located  in  the  southern  part  of  Illinois,  and  is 
in  close  proximity  to  East  St.  Louis.   The  University  and  the 
Office  of  Recration  and  Park  Resources  are  vitally  interested  in 
this  project  due  to  its  urban  setting.   Funds  for  this  project 
were  allocated  by  the  Vice  Chancellor's  Office. 

THERAPEUTIC  CONSULTATION  SERVICES 

The  inauguration  of  a  therapeutic  consultation  service  began 
on  September  1,  1969.   This  service  was  established  as  a  result 
of  the  study  "Recreation  for  the  111  and  Disabled  in  Illinois." 
This  service  was  enthusiastically  received  by  personnel  in  the 
state  who  conduct  these  programs.   As  the  future  plan  for  this 
office  indicates,  it  is  anticipated  that  this  position  will  become 
full  time  in  1970  -  1971. 

TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  ART  SHOW 

The  Illinois  Town  and  Country  Art  Exhibits  provided  3,734  amateur 
artists  the  opportunity  to  display  8,313  pieces  of  art  work. 
These  exhibits  were  evaluated  by  forty  art  faculty  members  from 
eleven  Illinois  colleges  and  universities.   There  were  53  local; 
six  regional  exhibits.   The  final  showing  was  held  at  the  Urbana- 
Lincoln  Hotel  in  Urbana,  Illinois. 
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THIRD  ANNUAL  PARK  DISTRICT  SEMINAR 

Over  100  Park  District  Commissioners  participated  in  the  Third 

Annual  Park  District  Seminar  held  at  the  Ramada  Inn,  Champaign, 

Illinois.   Evaluations  of  this  Seminar  indicated  that  the  participants 

enthusiastically  received  the  program.   The  primary  purpose 

of  this  Seminar  was  to  provide  education  for  park  district  board 

members  and  staff.   The  planning  of  the  Fourth  Annual  Seminar 

is  presently  in  the  process  and  will  be  held  on  April  17-18,  1970. 

RECREATION  PLANNING  MANUAL  FOR  THE  ILLINOIS  STATE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
BUSINESS  AND  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT 

The  Office  cooperated  with  the  Department  of  Business  and  Economic 

Development  in  the  writing  of  a  Recreation  Planning  Manual  to 

be  published  and  distributed  by  B.E.D.   The  primary  purpose 

of  the  manual  is  to  inform  mayors,  councilmen,  village  trustees, 

and  other  publicly  elected  officials  concerning  the  importance 

of  establishing  the  recreation  and  park  service  in  their  community. 

The  Guide  was  completed  and  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Busines 

and  Economic  Development  on  June  20,  1969. 

PROJECT  VII  -  PUBLIC  AFFAIRS  AND  COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT  COMMITTEE 
Members  of  the  Office  of  Recreation  and  Park  Resources  worked 
closely  with  the  staff  of  the  Public  Affairs  and  Community 
Development  Committee.   The  primary  purpose  of  this  Committee 
is  to  assist  individuals  and  groups  in  making  wise  decisions 
concerning  issues  affecting  the  public  welfare,  and  especially 
in  parks  and  recreation. 
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MODEL  CITIES  PROGRAM  AT  EAST  ST.  LOUIS  AND  CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS 

The  office  assigned  personnel  to  the  Recreation  Committees  of 
the  Model  Cities  Program  in  East  St.  Louis  and  Chicago.   The 
primary  purpose  of  the  consultant  was  to  assist  these  committees 
with  the  recreation  and  park  planning  and  assist  with  making 
recommendations  for  future  action.   Chicago  Model  Cities  Program 
was  completed  in  April,  1969,  and  the  East  St.  Louis  Model 
Cities  Program  was  completed  in  June,  1969.   Staff  members  will 
continue  to  work  with  the  committees  until  park  and  recreation 
services  have  been  adequately  established. 

RELATIONSHIPS  WITH  GOVERNOR'S  URBAN  STUDY  COMMISSION 

The  Chief  of  the  Office  of  Recreation  and  Park  Resources  has 
served  on  the  Governor's  Urban  Study  Commission  since  its 
inception.   He  has  attended  all  meetings  of  this  commission. 
The  primary  purpose  of  the  Commission  is  to  study  state  and 
local  relationships,  the  financial  structure  of  the  state 
and  local  municipalities  and  to  recommend  to  the  1971  Legislature 
more  efficient  ways  of  operating  state  and  local  government. 

HOLMES  COUNTY,  MISSISSIPPI  PROJECT 

At  the  request  of  Dr.  Demitri  Shimkin,  at  the  Center  for  Human 
Ecology,  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  staff  members  from  the 
office  met  with  Community  Action  Groups  in  Holmes  County,  Mississippi. 
This  visit  was  also  requested  by  the  Holmes  County  Agricultural 
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Agents.   The  primary  purpose  of  this  visit  was  to  discuss  the 
park  and  recreation  needs  at  Holmes  County  and  suggest  appropriate 
action  for  their  consideration. 

RELATIONSHIP  WITH  THE  CENTER  FOR  URBAN  STUDIES,  UNIVERSITY  OF  ILLINOIS, 
CHICAGO  CIRCLE  CAMPUS 

The  office  continued  to  maintain  close  liaison  with  the  Center 

for  Urban  Study  and  its  program  in  working  with  the  inner  city 

population.   Meetings  were  held  at  the  Chicago  Circle  Campus, 

University  of  Illinois,  to  discuss  various  aspects  of  recreation 

and  park  services  in  the  Model  Cities  target  areas  in  Chicago. 

PROBLEM  SOLVING  WORKSHOP 

The  office  conducted  Problem  Solving  Workshops  in  the  cities 

of  Chicago,  Illinois,  Detroit,  Michigan,  and  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

The  primary  purpose  of  these  workshops  were,  (1)   to  develop 

a  systematic  approach  to  solving  problems  in  the  recreation  program, 

(2)   to  suggest  new  approaches  and  developing  grass  roots  needs 

for  recreation,  (3)   to  develop  a  multi  idea  thinking  method 

among  recreation  leaders.   Over  235  leaders  in  these  three 

communities  participated  in  the  workshops.   A  doctoral  candidate 

in  the  Department  of  Recreation  and  Park  Administration  is  presently 

completing  here  dissertation  on  the  evaluation  and  effectiveness 

of  these  workshops.
